We are in danger of manySins, 
and there are many Frailties and Follies 
attend us in younger Years. 
1 is it that is moſt properly 
called Sin? 
A. A doing what God has forbidden, 
or W to do what God has re-

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A. Thoſe Things which God hath not 
ſo plainly forbidden; but if they are in- 
dulged, will lead us into ſinful Practices, 
and are attended with many Inconveui- 


encies. | 
Note, The Word Vice is ſometimes uſed to 


ſignify Sins, and ſometimes Follies *, 

4 Q, How many Sorts of Sins are 
comniitted by Mankind ? 

A. OurSins are of three Sorts, namely, 
the Sins of the Heart, the Sins of the 
Tongue, and the Sins of the Life. 

5 Q. Againſt whom are thoſe Sins 
committed ? | 


A. Some more directly againſt God, 


ſome againſt our Neighbours, and ſome 


againſt ourſelves. 


6 Q. But are not all Sins committed 
againſt God ? 


A. Yes; we ſin againſt God in all the 
Evil which we do, becanſe his Law for- 


Though it is ſufficiently evident, that there are 
ſome Fooleries or Frailties of Children which cannot 
properly be called Sins, yet there are alſo ſome Sins 
or Follies, wherein it is hard to diſtinguiſh ſome o$ 
the Kinds or Branches of them from one another 
in their own Natures : Nor is it eaſy to ſay under 
which Head they ſhould be ranked, The Scripture 
often calls Sin, Folly ; and if any of thoſe which 
J have mentioned be ranked under an improper 


Name, the candid Reader will excuſe it.- 


bids 
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bids it all: But in ſome Sins we do more 
particular Injury to our Neighbours or 
ourſelves. 

| 7 Q Are Children and Youth in dan- 
ger of all theſe Sorts of Sins? 

A. Yes, our Natures being ſinful, we 
Children are in danger of theſe Sins, as. 
_ as grown Perſons, 

What are the beſt Ways to avoid 
theſs Sins, and to free yourſelf from them? 

A, I muſt do theſe fix Things: 

1. I muſt endeavour to ſee the evil 
Nature and the ill Conſequences of every. 
Sin! am in danger of. 

2. I muſt be ſorry for what Evil I have 
done in Time paſt, 

3. I muſt be more watchful for Time 
_— come. 

. muſt pray to God to change my 
Gnful Nature, and to give me Strength 
againſt theſe Sins. 

g. IJ mutt truſt in Jeſus Chriſt, and his 
Grace, to keep me from them. 

6. I ſhould have ſome good Reaſon, 
and ſome properScripture in my Memory 
always ready to oppoſe them.

90. HAT are the chief Sins 
more directly againſt God, 
of which Children are in danger ? 

A. Our Sins againſt God may be rank- 
ed under theſe three Heads, namely, 
Ungodlineſs*, Profaneneſs, and Self- 
ſufficiency. EY 
10 % What is Ungodlineſs ? 

A. To forget God continually, and 
have nothing to do with him: And it 
appears in four Things. 

11 Q. What is the firſt Sign of Un- 
godlineſs ? 

A, If I never honour nor praiſe God 
for his own Greatneſs and Glory.

* Ungpodlinsſs is a Neglect of God; Prefaneneſi is 
an actual Contempt of him: One is a negative, or 
a Sin of Omiſſion; the other is poſitive, and a Sin 
of Commiſſion, as we may well diſtinguiſh them. 
And perhaps ſome may think that a ſin ful Se- 
ſuſficiency is implied in the Neglect of God: But 
Children muſt have every thing ſpoken in a plain 
and explicit Manner, to make them attend to and 
remember it, and therefore I have made it a diſtin&

The great and glorious God, who is 
our Maker, deſerves our Honour, and 
demands it of us, on the Account of

God is gracious, and will hear when 
we pray to him; but I have no Reaſon to 
hope he will bleſs me, if I do not aſk it 
of him, nor acknowledge any Depen- 


dence on him.

Reaſon againſt this Sin. 

Becauſe if I make light of the Name 
of God, I ſhall quickly come to make 
light of God himſelf, and live as an 
Enemy to God in the World.

AVING finithed our Account of the 
Sins of which Children and Youth 
are in danger, we come now to conſider 
what are the Folhes and Frailties which 
are incident to many or all of them, 
Some of theſe indeed are owing to a 
particular natural Temper, and for want 
of more correct and rational Education : 
But others belong to the whole Race of 
Mankind in their youngeſt Years, and 
are ſometimes called the Vices of Touth, 
In the Mention of theſe Frailties and 
Follies (which can hardly be called Sins, 
unleſs indulged to Exceſs) it is not to be 
expected that particular Scriptures ſhould 
be cited to expoſe or forbid them: For 
the Holy Scriptures are not ſo much 
written to reprove our Fyailties, as to ſe- 
cure us from Things which are plainly 
criminal and ſinful. Yet it muſt be con- 
feſſed there are ſeveral Hints ſcattered 
up and down in the Word of God to 
8 correct theſe Follies, and to guard againſt 
it them; becauſe where they are allowed 
| and encouraged they have a ſinful Ten- 
dency, and may bring Diſhonour on the 
Proſeſſion of Religion.

Becauſe our Defires and our Averſions 
or Diſlikes, ought to be governed by 
Reaſon, and not be given up to meer 
Wantonneſs of Fancy, which hath no 

wle nor Bounds, 


69 Q. What 1s «the ſecond Vice of 
Children, namely, Peeviſlineſs f 
A. It is an uncaſy Temper and Car- 
riage, which is the natural Con:iequent, 
if not a Part of the former Folly: For 
if I am humourous without Reaſon, I 
{hall often be froward and peevith where 
there is no juſt Cauſe, If mere Fancy 
and Self-will govern me, I ſhall be often 
vexcd and angry with thoſe who are 
round about me, becauſe they do not 
humour my unreaſonable Vancics, 
though they act never ſo much to the 
Rules of Reaſon themſelves. 


Reaſon againſt this Vice. 
By the Indulgence, of this froward 
Temper, 1 ſhall not only give perpetual 
| Vexation 
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Vexation to myſelf, and Trouble to all 
that are about me, but I ſhail render 
myſeif unbeloved by all, and my Beha- 
viour will be intolerable in any Family 
or any Company. 

70 Q. What is Impatience, or the 
third Vice of Children ? 
A. There are tour ſpecial Inſtances of it. 


71 Q. What is the firſt Inſtance ? 

A. I. There is Impatience under Pain 
or Sickneſs; as, when I am fretful againſt 
all about me, becauſe I do not feel my- 
ſelf well. 

Reaſon againſt this Vice. 

I ſhould not be impatient under Sick- 
neſs, becauſe it is the Hand of God that 
brings it upon me, and Impatience riſing 
againſt God is very finful. Beſides, Fret- 
fulneſs will often increaſe the Diſtemper, 
and will hinder my Recovery of Health. 
' 72 Q. What is the ſecond Inſtance of 
Impatience ? . 

A. 2. There is an Impatience of Op- 
polition ; as, when I fall into a Paſſion 
againſt one that oppoſes my Opinion, or 
croſles my Will, 

Reaſon againſt this Vice. 

I ſhould not be impatient of Oppoſi- 
tion, becauſe the Opinion of another may 

| be 
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be wiſer than mine, or the Will of ano- 
ther may be better than mine; and they 
have as much right to be angry with me 
who differ from 8 as ] have to be 
angry with them who differ from me, 


73 Q. What is the third Inſtance of 
Impatience ! 

A. 3. There is an Impatience of Diſ- 
appointment, as, when | vex myſelf if 
Things do not happen juſt according to 
my Expectations and Wiſhes. 


Reaſon againſt this Vice. 
I ſhould not be impatient under Diſ- | 
appointments ; but I ſhould learn to be 
eaſy under them, becauſe I muſt expect 
to meet with many of them if I live in 
the World, and therefore I would learn 
early to bear them. 

74 Q. What is the fourth Inſtance of 
Impatience ? 

A. 4. There is an Impatience of Delay; 
as, when I fret with Eagerneſs to poſleſs 
what I deſire, and am violently angry 
with them that defer or delay it. 

Reaſon againſt this Vice, 

I ſhould not be impatient of Delay, 
becauſe this ſhews that I am too eagerly 
ſet upon what I deſire: And beſides, it 


wall my times make me angry with | 
Inferiors 
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Inferiors without a Cauſe, when I ima- 
gine they do not make what Haſte they 
can to ſerve me; or angry with my Su- 
periors, who know what is fit for me 


better than I do, and when to give it me. 


What is Selfiſhneſs, which is the 
fourth Vice incident to ſome Children ? 
A. It is when I am ſo entirely wrapt 
up in pleaſing and ſerving myſelf, that 
I take no Care or Concern to ſerve or to 
pleaſe my Neighbours, 


Reaſon againſt this Vice, 


If this 'l'emper abide and grow up with 
me, I ſhall be in danger of being churl- 


iſh and hard-hearted now, and grow 


moroſe and covetous when I am older. 
Now I would not be hard-hearted or 
churliſh, for then I ſhould never have 


the Pleaſure of making others ſhare in 


the good Things which I poſſeſs; and 
nobody will love me. 

Nor would I be moroſe, for that is a 
rude and rough Way of Speaking and 
Behaviour, without regard tothe pleaſing 
or diſpleaſingof thoſe with whom we have 
to do: And if I take no care to pleaſe 
others, or be civil to them, I cannot ex- 


pect that others ſhould be civil to me, or 


take any care to pleaſe me or ſerve me.

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Nor would I be eovetony, for that is a 
Sin often condemned in Seripture, und 
ina very unlovely Character among Men

76 Q, What is meant by Uncleanli- 
nels, which is the fifth Vice which ſome 
Children are ſubject to: 

A. When Jam not careful to keep my 
Hands, or my Vace, or my Clothes clean 
enough to appear among my Betters, 

| Reaſon aan} this Vice, 

A Degree of Cleaulinels is neceſſary to 
my own 1lealth, as well as to Keep my 
Clothes from {poiling, and to render my 
Company agreeable and inoffentive to 
others, 

Note, In this Matter Children of different Tem- 
ers are ready to run into Extremes: Some grow— 
ing up ſo toolifhly e in their Meats, Drinks, Ap— 
arel, and every thing that bel -ngs to them, as to 
ecome humourſom therein, and create. much Trou— 
ble to themſelves and to thoſe about them: But 
generally the other Extreme prevails, and if Chil. 
dren were ut:crly untaught, 3 they would be 
all uncleanly; and iome would run into ſuch a De- 


gree of Naſlineſs as to give jult Offence to all who 
are near thin, There isa Medium which we call 


Decency, if we could always tit upon it tor our own

Ruin ; and thoſe who indulge a waſteful 
and prodigal Humour in their younger 
Days, may bitterly repent their Folly in 
a long Poverty, and in the Want of all

Note, Prefuſeneſs is generally the Fault of Youth, 

as Cow. touſneſs is frequently the Vice of Age. 

$1 Q. Is there any other Vice or Folly 
which Children are guilty of? 

A. A talkative or tattling Humour, 
when Children tell that they ſee, or 
hear, or know, in any Place or Com- 
pany, without Guard or Fear.

Such great Talkers are in Danger of 
becoming Buſy-bodies and Tale-bearers : 
They will talk over in public the private 
Concerns of their own Family, and the 
Families. of others, as far as they know 
them: They will tell one Perſon what- 
ſoever another happens to ſpeak of him, 
and do a deal of Miſchief in the World, 
Great Talkers are often admoniſhed in
